Mr. Flores begs to inquire whether the data can kindly be furnished to him about the cost 
of fabrication at the Mint at Philadelphia of nickel pieces of 1,2 4%, and 5 cents. Mr. Flores made 
the application during his late mission to the United States for coining money for his government 
at Philadelphia and the Department applied to Congress, which enacted the necessary law. Of 
this, however, Ecuador could not then avail itself, on account of the assassination of the 
President and of the departure of Mr. Flores from the United States.
